Added 
to cabbage ‘roils,.meat balls or 
chopped meat dishes, it tastes like 
meat and satisfies the appetite, the 
Germans claim. y 


The predilection for powders is 
carricd to Bratlings, There js a 
Bratling powder, a mixture of soy- 
bean, grain and milk alburnins 
spiced with herbs which may be 
added to otHer dishes, By varying 
the condimen's, new favours can 
be developed, The Germans claim 
tthat “the albumin, fal and carbo- 
hydrate content of Bratling pow~
